They prepare 
ou r 
day for liv ing 
while we

night—if y ou hav e alway .s worked 
a 9:00 a.m. to .‘>:30 p.m. day — 
y ou hav e missed a great adv en 
tu re in liv ing. 


The adv antage is comradeship 
on the job . You get the feeling of 
u nity a platoon enjoy s in war.

that 
doesn’t q u ite ex ist on a day job . 
In the newspaper world the ov ­ 
ernight tou r of du ty is known as 
“the lob ster trick.” No one knows 
for .su re how the term originated. 
One theory is that it was coined 
b y a forgotten ironic newsman in 
the Gay Nineties who had to ar­ 
riv e at his desk at midnight when 
the play b oy s of that era were sit­ 
ting down to their lob .ster and 
champagne. 
Bu t whoev er works the lob ster 
trick knows a joy foreign to the 
peasants prisoned b y the su nb eam 
hou rs. 
For three y ears long ago I 
worked 
from nu dnight u ntil 8 
o’clock in the morning, and nev er 
in my life since hav e I known 
q u ite the same sense of freedom. 
Night b rings a my stic u nion to 
tho.se who work throu gh it togeth­ 
er. They are knit b y the b ond of 
the u nu su al. They are .separate 
from the rest of .sleeping mankind. 
They are .su perior. They are aliv e 
and awake. They b elong to each 
other. And they know it. 
There is small tension and little 
hu rry . The job is there to do, and 
there is leisu re to do it well. 
No one leans ov er y ou r shou lder. 
You are on y ou r own. The b ig 


b os.s is at home adrift in drow/e 
The straw b o.ss is ju st one of the 
b oy s He has to iw. Otlierwi.se he 
wou ld b e iiiHKissib ly lomdy . No 
one likes to b e hiiiely at night, 
ev en when he i.s working. 


The night worker feels the pity 
ot a king to a serf as he hands 
ov er the sov ereignty of the office 
to the* haggard, sleepy -ey ed day 
worker who replaces him. the serf 
wliose du ty is ju st b eginning. 
The night worker ha.s qu elleti 
one of mankind’s oldest foes—the i pie.
